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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Examiner is not bodily incorporating the 
teachings of Kauschke into Wright as implied by Applicant's arguments, it is noted that while the primary reference of Wright teaches 
having a higher elongation in the MD direction. Kaushchke teaches that having a higher elongation in the CD direction versus the MD 
direction as their preferred embodiment. The reference does teach that a non-symmetrical bonding pattern minimizes the properties in 
one direction, while maximizing the properties of the other direction. (Page 11, lines 17-20) It is the Examiner's position that the 
application of a bonding pattern such as the one taught by Kaushchke in which particular properties are affected in transverse directions 
would be obvious since it is known from the reference that by using a non-uniform pattern the elongation properties of the material are 
affected. It is the Examiner's position that the teaching of having a non-uniform pattern such as the one described by the secondary 
reference would be applicable to both a single nonwoven material or to a composite/laminate material in which the elongation in a 
particular direction needs or is expected to be higher than in the transverse direction. 
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
